See the full plans on the Essex County Council website 
AND email Robert your thoughts at 

halfon4harlow@roberthalfon.com 


www.roberthalfon.com 

www.roberthalfonblog.com 


Police teams swoop 
in dawn drugs busts

TWENTY suspected drug dealers were 
arrested by police during a series of 
dawn raids in Harlow on Tuesday. 

Officers with search warrants issued 
under the Misuse of Drugs Act targeted 
31 properties around the town. 

The crackdown, called Operation 
Hornet, began shortly after 6am. Raids 
were carried out in various parts of the 
town including Milwards, Sewell 
Harris Close, Hare Street Springs and 
Parsonage Leys. 

By the time the raids had finished 
police had arrested 17 men and three 
women. 

The action was the culmination of 
months of intelligence work during

which they had been collating infor¬ 
mation given to neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing officers. 

Police are are also working with 
partner organsations in the Safer 
Harlow Partnership - including 
Harlow Council, Essex County Council, 
Essex Fire and Rescue Service, Victim 
Support and the probation service - to 
reduce crime, disorder and the misuse 
of drugs. 

Detective Chief Inspector Paul 
Maleary said “This operation is the 
direct result of reported Class A drug 


dealing and associated violence which 
has taken place during the past few 
months. 

“We, along with the local community 
safety partnership, are committed to 
reducing all crime and the arrest phase 
of the operation is just the first of many 
initiatives that we will be taking over 
the coming months to dissolve drug 
dealing in and around Harlow.” 

Chief Superintendent Sean 
O’Callaghan, commander for West 
Essex, said: “The fight against class A 
drug use in Harlow and the surround¬ 
ing areas, as well as crimes such as 
thefts from sheds, car thefts and bur¬ 
glary - which are all associated with 


class A drugs, is one we continue to 
fight. 

“It is not the first operation of its kind 
in the town. It is a tactic we use when 
suitable and as a result it has had a 
hard impact on the criminality of the 
town.” 

He added: “We are bringing juctice to 
as many people as possible. If people 
have not been arrested on Tuesday we 
will continue to pursue them.” 

As the Star went to press 19 of the 20 
people arrested in the raids had been 
detained in custody to appear at Chel¬ 
msford Crown Court.

A NEW community hub for 
adults with learning 
disabilities has opened in 
Harlow. 

The Hub@Harlow, formerly 
the Pyenest Wellbeing & 
Activity Centre in Pyenest 
Road, opened at the end of 
January but already has a 
waiting list of people 
wanting to use it services. 

The centre is run by 
disability and homecare 
services provider Essex 
Cares, offering fully 
intergrated health and social 
care including a cafe which 
provides work-based 
training to people who want 
to progress to either 
voluntary or paid 
employment.

Parents’ fury over 
school allocations 


Man, 25, charged 
with assault after 
restaurant attack 

POLICE investigating an 
assault outside a Chinese 
restaurant in December have 
charged a Harlow man with 
causing grievous bodily 
harm. 

The 28-year-old victim of 
the attack, which took place 
outside the loy Fook eatery 
in Kelvedon Hatch near 
Brentwood, suffered a 
fractured jaw and underwent 
surgery to have a plate 
inserted. 

At the time Detective 
Constable Stephen Baker 
said: “The victim is still not 
able to eat solids and has lost 
an incredible amount of 
weight because he cannot 
eat properly. 

“He has to have a further 
eight teeth removed and fake 
ones screwed in and has 
been told that he will suffer 
discomfort for the rest of his 
life and possibly suffer from 
arthritis in his jaw when he 
is older.” 

On Tuesday police 
announced Steven Cywinski, 
25, from Kingsland, Harlow, 
had been charged with 
inflicting grievous bodily 
harm without intent. 

He has been released on 
bail to appear at Basildon 
Magistrates Court on March 
20 .

FURIOUS parents whose children 
were denied places at their chosen 
secondary schools have been 
invited to discuss their concerns. 

Burnt Mill Academy, in First 
Avenue, was due to hold a meeting 
last night (Wednesday) to help 
parents through the appeal pro¬ 
cess and offer advice. 

The school currently has a wait¬ 
ing list of 136 despite having 
offered more places this year to 
help acc-ommodate parental 
demand for places. 

Headteacher Helena Mills said: 
“As a mother of three I know how 
stressful a time this is. My advice 
is that parents should remember 
how important a role they play in 
their child’s education and also 
how much secondary education 
has improved in the town.” 

Sonia Harris’ son Haydn, 10 - a 
pupil at Little Parndon Primary - 
missed out on a place at the acad¬ 
emy and was instead offered St 
Mark’s Catholic School. 

Ms Harris, 44, of Ash Tree Field, 
said: “My family has been going to 
Burnt Mill school for generations. I 
have lived in the Little Parndon

area all of my life and have had one 
child go through secondary school 
already, my son is due to go this 
year and currently has no siblings 
at the school. His father and all our 
siblings went to this school and as 
his current school Little Parndon 
is suppose to be a feeder school, it 
wasn’t going to be a problem.” 

Parent Lisa Rozee, of Cannons 
Gate, slammed the process after 
her son lack, 10, missed out on 
both his first choice, Burnt Mill, 
and his second choice, Stewards 
Academy.

They say 85.27 per cent of parents 
have been offered their first pref¬ 
erence with 7.78 per cent getting 
their second preference, meani- 
ung that 93.05 per cent of pupils 
have been offered their first or sec¬ 
ond preference. 

Cllr Ray Gooding, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education and lifelong 
learning at education authority 
Essex County Council, said: “It is 
promising to see that 93.05 per 
cent of parents have been offered 
their first or second preference. 

“We have some fantastic second¬ 
ary schools in Essex and we will 
continue to work closely with them 
to strive to provide young people 
with a world class education sys¬ 
tem. 

“I would like to wish all pupils 
and parents every success in their 
new chapter of learning.” 

Essex County Council received a 
total of 14,451 applications for sec¬ 
ondary school places with 13,105 
applying online.

Something must be done soon 
or town will cease to function 

SIR, As a resident of nearly 40 years I can 
honestly say that if something is not done 
soon about the traffic flow around Harlow it 
will cease to function as a town. 

It often takes 30 minutes to leave the town 
via the Mil roundabout and 30 minutes to get 
in to the town. Everyone knows that an 
additional motorway junction was a 
requirement over 10 years ago but nothing 
was done. 

The A414 needs to be dual carriageway all 
the way along. The current roadworks 
towards Fifth Avenue will not deal with the 
issue; Fifth Avenue needs to be a dual 
carriageway to Eastwick Road with a 
dedicated lane leading to the A414. 

Within the town the traffic lights at the 
Eeisurezone cause a huge backlog on Velizy 
Avenue and Second Avenue. This was an 
obvious consequence but was given the go 
ahead regardless. The same is true along 
Edinburgh Way where the two business parks 
are not linked together via a private road and 
all traffic has to use Edinburgh Way and the 
traffic lights that cause endless traffic jams. 

Many of the traffic problems in Harlow are 
self-made, eg giving over too much road to 
bus lanes and removing entry lanes on to 
roundabouts. The town is choking and those 
responsible are not unblocking it.

Services too important to rely 
on whims of the private sector

Labour has 
injected funding, seeking a way forward to 
ensure it remains a popular local facility. 

Mr. Charles must have known that no private 
companies or volunteers would run paddling 
pools yet the Conservatives still refused 
funding. Labour decided they were too 
important to close, especially in a recession. 
The pools were enjoyed throughout the 
summer and we will support them again next 
year. 

Labour is proud of the way Pets’ Corner 
develops, albeit with reduced budgets, yet by 
now there would have been no budget at all. It 
goes from strength to strength with sterling 
support of staff, supporters and other 
committed volunteers - magnificent in hail, 
rain and snow. 

The Town Park Lottery Grant includes 
ambitious proposals for growth, including 
horticulture and further student involvement. 
Brilliant! Tory plans would have ended before 
these took place. 

Mr Charles fails to mention that the 


Government shifts resources from more 
deprived Labour authorities such as Harlow to 
richer Tory constituencies. Harlow has to cut 
about a million pounds every year. 

Excessive austerity measures do untold 
damage to our most vulnerable residents.

Why 
then, I wondered, did he not see visiting the 
homeless and hungry as an ideal photo 
opportunity? 

The answer is obvious - a photograph could 
find its way back to the Secretary of State of 
State for Works and Pensions with a 
consequent rap on the knuckles for showing 
undue compassion towards those who are the 
victims of the Government’s ideological 
policies. 

Foodbanks deeply embarrass the Coalition 
hierarchy; they are in denial about them and 
like to pretend they are not there. 

So sensitive is the Government that 
according to an article in The Independent 
(February 21, 2014) it has been accused of 
suppressing the results of a report into food 
poverty in Britain for more than seven 


months. It was finally published amid 
suggestions it has been “slipped out” while 
the floods were dominating the news. 

The author of the Government- 
commissioned report told The Independent 
that welfare reforms are forcing many more 
people to resort to emergency food handouts. 
In Harlow over 6,000 adults and 3,000 
children have received emergency food 
rations. The numbers are truly appalling. 

Mr Halfon has done some good work at both 
constituency and national levels and his visit 
to the haven for the homeless and hungry 
would seem to indicate that his conscience is 
at least pricked by their plight, contrary to the 
uncaring attitude of his party. 

I would like to know if Mr Halfon has read 
the report and would invite him to tell the 
people of Harlow how he really feels about 
food poverty and the welfare reforms that 
have helped to bring this about. 

Foodbanks need all the publicity they can 
get, so don’t be shy Mr Halfon. Take all the 
photographers and journalists you need and I 
for one will be more than happy to join your 
entourage and cheer you on.

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MP sparks Twitter row over ‘football hooligans’ blast 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon was unre- 
pentent after he became emboiled in a 
row on Twitter for branding some foot¬ 
ball supporters “scumbag hooligans” 
for littering in central London. 

Mr Halfon took to the social media 
site to complain about e piles of rub¬ 
bish strewn across Covent Garden 
where he had gone for dinner on 
Saturday. He also posted a photo of the 
debris, describing it as a “disgusting 
cesspit”. 

However, fellow Twitter users took 
offence at the “hooligans” tag. One 
responded: “Yes it was left a mess, yes 
they may have been raucous, but that 


does not mean they are hooligans”. 

Some also referred to the mess left 
behind after other public events such 
as the Queen’s jubilee celebrations. 

Chelsea fan Mr Halfon later tweeted 
he had “great respect” for genuine fans 
of all clubs and this week described the 
backlash as a “good old reality check”. 

However, he added: “My tweet was to 
do specifically with the state of the 
area I saw and walked on, which was 
much broken glass and huge amounts 
of dropped litter in the roads. Why is it 
wrong of me to point that out? 

“In no way was I, or did I, identify one 
club over another. In fact I was not sure 


who had actually done it other than it 
was people associated with football. I 
specifically did not attack fans from 
any club but was referring only to those 
who had left the broken glass. 

“I also make clear the distinction 
between genuine fans,of which there 
are many and who have every right to 
enjoy themselves, and hooligans who 
throw and smash glass all over the 
road. 

“That was the context of my tweet, 
which inevitably has been twisted or 
misunderstood as attacking a particu¬ 
lar group of fans or particular club, 
which was far from the case.” 


Foodbank referrals 
up by 59% as more 
ask for ‘crisis’ help

A FOODBANK which supports peo¬ 
ple in Harlow at times of crisis has 
helped 10,000 people since it was set 
up almost five years ago. 

Since April 2009 the Harlow Food- 
bank been providing emergency par¬ 
cels to people who have been referred 
by the town’s various registered care 
agencies. 

Already this year it has distributed 
33.2 tons of food to people living in 
the town and the surrounding areas. 

According to the charity the main 
reasons for referrals are delays to 
benefits, low income, homelessness, 
debt, unemployment, domestic vio¬ 
lence, sickness and delayed wages. 

More than 60 per cent of referrals 
are due to some form of benefit 
change or delay. 

With an average of 294 people being 
fed a month - 216 adults and 78 chil¬ 
dren - director of community servic¬ 
es Gary Knott said the public support 
was vital as referrals had risen by 59 
per cent compared to the same peri¬ 
od last year. 

“Harlow Foodbank has now been in 
operation for nearly five years and we 
continue to see an increase in refer¬ 
rals year-on-year,” he said. 

“As the service has grown and 
developed we have extended our 
partners and we now offer a service 
in the Bishop’s Stortford area as well 
as adding fresh eggs and potatoes 
with our emergency food, thanks to 
our new partnerships with Greenway 
Eggs and High Trees Packers Ltd.” 

Foodbank volunteers collect tinned 
and dried food from the public at 
supermarkets, churches, schools and 
other local groups. This is then 
stored in a warehouse ready for dis¬ 


tribution to individuals and families 
in need. 

Mr Knott said: “The foodbank is a 
community project that relies on the 
local public to play a part to help 
those in need. 

“We have also been greatly encour¬ 
aged to partner with local allotments 
in Harlow who provide us with sea¬ 
sonal summer vegetables to comple¬ 
ment our emergency food provision.” 

The charity is now hoping to raise 


some additional funding with the 
launch of a Foodbank 500 Club. 

Residents can support its work by 
signing up to the club and giving £2 
or more each month to keep the char¬ 
ity running, and enable staff and 
volunteers to plan the Foodbank’s 
work thanks to a regular income.

Groups get a share of county council family funding 


A NUMBER of groups in Harlow have 
been included in a list of 57 voluntary 
and community sector organisations 
to receive grants from Essex County 
Council’s Family Innovation Fund. 

The FIF enables organisations work¬ 
ing with children, young people and 
parents and carers to establish a range 
of projects to support families. 

All funding is targeted at projects 
which increase the skills and capacity 
within families to function more 
effectively. 


Successful FIF applicants from 
Harlow include Accuro Harlow, 

Caring for Harlow Carers, HomeStart 
Harlow, and Place 2 Be. 

Work within the FIF projects will 
complement existing services which 
work with families with a high level of 
need and, where possible, prevent the 
need for specialist or intensive inter¬ 
ventions. 

Essex county councillor Dick 
Madden, cabinet member for families 
and children, said: “I am delighted 


that we have been able to run the 
Family Innovation Fund for the fourth 
time. 

“The projects this fund supports 
help deliver change to the lives of 
families in need of a little extra help. 

“I am aware of the good work deliv¬ 
ered by previous Family Innovation 
Fund projects and am confident that 
this year’s funding will deliver out¬ 
comes that will improve the lives of 
children and young people across the 
county.”

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girl on bottom with slipper 1 


A RETIRED schoolteacher who slapped 
a girl on the bottom with a slipper dur¬ 
ing private tutoring sessions has denied 
his actions were sexually motivated. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told on 
Tuesday that Paul Wilson, 67 - who taught 
mathematics at two schools in Harlow 
during his career - claimed he only used 
the slipper as a “motivational tool” when 
the teenager made mistakes. 

Wilson also denies touching the girl’s 
breasts and knickers while giving her a 
whole body massage over her clothes to 
relieve stress. 

The jury was told Wilson began teach¬ 
ing in St Albans. He went on to teach at 
former Netteswell Grammar in Harlow 
and then Epping Forest High School 
before moving to Stewards in Harlow 
where he worked for 20 years before retir¬ 
ing as head of department in 2004. 

Miles Trigg prosecuting, said the girl’s 
mother approached Wilson to tutor her 
daughter in modules leading up to her 
GCSEs. When he asked her about using a 
slipper as a “motivational tool” she 
refused. 

But giving evidence via a video link, the 
girl said Wilson used the slipper from the 
first weekly session when she made mis¬ 
takes, yawned or hesitated. He told her to 
stand up and would tap her backside. 

Mr Trigg said the prosecution case was 
that it was sexually motivated and not an 
appropriate technique to use. 

The jury was also told that the girl’s

mother agreed to Wilson showing her 
daughter some back exercises to help 
with pain. In September 2012 he gave her 
a massage to help relieve stress. 

It is alleged that while she lay on cush¬ 
ions on the living room floor at Wilson’s 
home he cupped her breasts with both 
hands in a rotating manner and contin¬ 
ued down on to her stomach. His fingers 
allegedly went under her jeans belt to the 
edge of her underwear. 

The offences were investigated when 
the teenager told a friend in October 2012 
and was advised to inform her mother. 
Police were called and Wilson was arrest¬ 
ed in October 2012. He was charged in 
August 2013. 

Giving evidence yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day), Wilson told the jury the girl had 
“exaggerated” and “occasionally lied” 
during the trial. He said he and his wife 
had struggled for the past 18 months to 
understand why she said what she did. 

“We cannot believe they just turned 
round and stabbed us in the back,” he 
said. “Why she decided to make these 
allegations is a complete mystery.” 

Later he said: “I have taught thousands 
of boys and girls who were her age with¬ 
out the slightest suggestion of any wrong¬ 
doing. I would not have been allowed to 
teach for 40 years if there was the slight¬ 
est suggestion of impropriety.” 


Wilson said the idea for using the slip¬ 
per stemmed from 1969 - when corporal 
punishment was allowed - and was sug¬ 
gested by the father of twin girls he 
tutored. 

“It was the family implement for pun¬ 
ishing the girls by the parents,” he said. “I 
was virtually ordered by the father that if 
either misbehaved I had their full per¬ 
mission to slipper them on the bottom.” 

He claimed he had the mother’s per¬ 
mission to use the slipper and it was dis¬ 
cussed in advance with both her and the 
girl. 

He said he would move the slipper from 
the floor to the table when the teenager 
made mistakes. He said he could only 
remember using it to give “very, very light 
taps” high up on her backside four or five 
times. 

Wilson said he had discussed with the 
girl and her mother his massage plan “to 
make absolutely clear this was a hands- 
on, full body massage”. 

He said his hands brushed against the 
top of her bra through her T-shirt and 
accepted his little finger may have just 
gone under the waistband of her jeans, 
but claimed the girl had lied about his 
hands going into her trousers. 

Wilson, of St Leonard’s Road, Nazeing, 
pleads not guilty to two sexual assaults 
between 2011 and 2012 and to sexual 
activity with a child between April 1,2011 
and August 2, 2012. 

The trial continues. 



Bingo players from Harlow 
join MP for tax cut protest 


A CONTINGENT of bingo players 
from Harlow joined MP Robert 
Halfon to call on the Government to 
lower the tax duty on the game. 

Nearly 200 people marched from 
the House of Commons to Downing 
Street in support of the national 
Boost Bingo campaign. 

Speaking during the march, Mr 
Halfon said: “The people are 
making their voice heard. They 
want bingo to be taxed like any 
other game. 

“Bingo clubs are family-friendly 
areas and integral part of our 
communities. They not only provide 
enjoyment for individuals and 
families but also create jobs.” 

Matthew Wilks, manager of the 
Mecca bingo club in Harlow town 
centre, said: “It is a much-loved 
game in Harlow and across the 
country so we are not surprised 


that hundreds of thousands of 
people have signed the petition and 
we are happy to know we have the 
support of the country behind us. 

“Bingo customers in Harlow 
wanted to show their ongoing 
support for the Boost Bingo 
campaign by taking part in the 
procession 1 so that the 
Government can see how strongly 
we feel about this.” 

The Bingo Association, which 
represents licensed operators, has 
collected more than 300,000 
petition signatures vailing for bingo 
duty to be reduced from 20 per cent 
to 15 per cent. 

Miles Baron, chief executive of the 
Bingo Association, said: “If bingo 
duty is lowered to 15 per cent the 
industry as a whole has committed 
to substantial investment in 
modernisation and jobs.”

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Memoirs of an 
‘accidental’ MP 

HARLOW’S former Conservative 
MP Jerry Hayes has admitted he 
started his career in politics 
“purely by accident”. 

Mr Hayes, who represented the 
town from 1983-1997, has 
written his memoirs An 
Unexpected MP; Confessions Of 
A Political Gossip, extracts from 
which have been appearing in 
the Daily Mail this week. 

In the book - described as “an 
outrageous romp through 
Westminster” - Mr Hayes recalls 
his encounters with some of the 
main characters of the day 
including Margaret Thatcher, 
John Major, Norman Tebbit, 
Enoch Powell and John Prescott. 

And in the extracts published 
in the Mail he reveals: “Few 
believe me but I entered the 
House of Commons purely by 
accident. I was in my twenties, 
doing well as a barrister and 
although I’d risen through the 
ranks of the Young 
Conservatives I had no desire to 
be an MP.” 

However, he was persuaded to 
stand for the Conservatives in 
the Labour stronghold of Harlow 
after being sounded out by one 
of the Tory Party grandees. 

Mr Hayes writes: “I told him he 
was mad. He reassured me that 
even if I became the candidate I 
had no hope of winning. And 
they were desperate. That’s why, 
on June 9,1983, there were two 
very stunned people in the 
Harlow leisure centre.”

Fear and anger 
as streets fall 
into darkness 


STREETS throughout Harlow have 
been plunged into darkness this week 
as Essex County Council’s part-night 
lighting scheme came into effect. 

Streetlights are now switched off 
between midnight and 5am to save 
money and reduce levels of carbon 
emissions and light pollution. 

Exceptions to the switch-off include 
the town centre, key road junctions and 
accident hotspots. 

While some people have welcomed 
the move, others have taken to social 
networks to voice their concerns. 

Posting on the Star’s Facebook page, 
Bridgitte Swanton wrote: “Last night 
they turned the street lights off in 
Harlow. What absolute madness. It’s 
scary without the lights and I have no 
doubt there’ll be a significant increase 
in crime. Bad idea Essex County 
Council.” 

And Frances Brock commented: “This 
is so dangerous for those who work late. 
Worried about rape and mugging; look 
at the numbers rise after you turn the 
street lights off.” 

Labour county councillor Mike Dan¬ 
vers, who represents Harlow North, 
said: “I have had irate emails and tele¬ 
phone calls. One lady in The Dashes

explained that she had no idea there 
would be a switch off and was quite ter¬ 
rified. 

“It is a fait accompli I am afraid and 
there is nothing we can now do. 
However, I am hopeful of a review of the 
policy towards the end of the year. 

“The Chief Constable of Essex has also 
gone on record to say that he will not 
hesitate to ask for a restoration of light¬ 
ing if there is an increase in the crime 
rate during the early hours.” 

Writing in his column for the Star this 
week, Harlow Council leader Mark 
Wilkinson said: “I know residents are 
concerned about the impact this could 
have on their lives. Harlow Council will 
monitor the impact and pass on any 
concerns to Essex County Council.” 

A county council spokesman said: “As 
with all areas that have been moved on 
to part-night lighting, the council recei¬ 
ved information from those consulted, 
including those in Harlow, as to the 
lights they believe meet the exemption 
criteria and therefore should not be 
moved onto the part-night lighting 
scheme.” 



Wheelchair athlete Gary gearing 
up for St Clare’s 10k fundraiser 


A WHEELCHAIR athlete who trains 
with Harlow Athletic Club will be 
among those taking part in St Clare 
Hospice’s 10k race later this month. 

Retired lecturer Gary Donald, who 
has used a wheelchair since 1991, 
took up racing three years ago when 
he and his children decided they 
wanted to improve their fitness. 

“I hadn’t done any sport for a long 
time and when you’re sitting down all 
day that’s not the best thing to do,” 
said Gary, 59, who trains with Harlow 
Athletic Club at the Mark Hall Sports 
Centre. 

“I used to cycle to work and play 
badminton a couple of times a week 
but for the first five years I was in the 
chair I did absolutely nothing. 

“I wish I’d known about wheelchair 
racing ages ago because I absolutely 
love it.” 


The father-of-two intially took part 
in 5km events but after a year he was 
given the opportunity to borrow a 
special race wheelchair and just nine 
months later he secured an ‘elite’ 
place in the London Marathon. 

The number of disabled athletes 
competing in the race has increased 
in recent years as the race has 
become more inclusive for 
participants of all abilities. 

Gary said: “It’s great to see more 
and more wheelies taking part in the 
St Clare 10k and having the chance to 
not only compete but to raise money 
for a local charity supporting local 
people at the same time.” 

Registration for the St Clare 10k, 
which takes place in Hastingwood on 
Sunday, March 16, is £12 in advance, 
£10 for affiliated runners or £15 on 
the day.

Plan to replace ‘eyesore’ 
block with family homes

A RUNDOWN block of flats in 
Harlow could be knocked down to 
make way for family homes. 

A planning application has been 
submitted to demolish the current 
three-storey building at Wissants 
in Paringdon Road, and replace it 
with six affordable family homes. 

The block, made up of 24 bedsits, 
was until recently used as part of a 
move-on scheme for young offend¬ 
ers. When funding for this scheme 
was cut, the building became vac¬ 
ant and the units were boarded up. 

Tracy White, managing director

of Circle Housing South Anglia, 
said this week: “The site is cur¬ 
rently occupied by a council- 
owned vacant block of bedsit flats. 

“We are working closely with 
Harlow District Council to estab¬ 
lish the best use for this block as it 
has been empty and boarded up 
for a number of years. 

“We have now submitted a plan¬ 
ning application to replace these 
bedsits with much needed homes 


for families nominated from the 
council’s local housing register.” 

The proposals take into account 
the listed buildings in the immedi¬ 
ate area, including including Grade 
II listed Kingsmoor Lodge and 
Grade II* listed Kingsmoor House. 

A statement accompanying the 
application said: “The redevelop¬ 
ment affords the opportunity to 
secure a better form of develop¬ 
ment on site of higher visual qual¬ 
ity and which is in keeping with the 
residential development of the 
area.” 


It adds: “The main benefits are 
the redevelopment of a redundant 
modern block of bedsits with no 
architectural merit to provide 
affordable housing which will 
meet lifetime home standards. The 
boarded-up building is becoming a 
visual eyesore in the locality.” 

Other buildings on the Wissants 
development will remain as part of 
the plans. 

The application is due to be heard 
by Harlow Council’s development 
management committee on Wed¬ 
nesday, March 19.

Council will be monitoring 
impact of lights switch-off 


T HIS week Essex County 
Council’s part-night 
street lighting came into 
force leaving many 
neighbourhoods in the dark 
between midnight and 5am. 

I know residents are 
concerned about the impact 
this could have on their 
lives. I and my colleagues 
wrote to the county council 
last year expressing Harlow’s 
opposition to the scheme. 

We will monitor the impact 
and pass on any concerns to 
the county council. 

T HIS month households 
will receive council tax 
bills. 

Although Harlow Council 
collects council tax it only 
keeps a small proportion of 
the total bill. Out of every 
£100 collected in Harlow 
only £17 goes towards 
services provided by Harlow 
Council. 

The annual bill for a Band 
C home is broken down as 
follows: £966 goes to Essex 
County Council, £230.34 to 
Harlow Council, £128.24 to 
Essex Police and £59.04 to 
Essex Fire Service. 

For the town’s average 
council taxpayer the weekly 
cost for services provided by 
Harlow Council is just £4.43. 
This helps provide services 
to 81,944 people and funds 
things like waste and 
recycling collections, street 


cleaning, maintenance of 
parks and open spaces, 
environmental health, 
licensing and playgrounds. 

So while Harlow Council 
receives only a small amount 
in council tax it continues to 
try to deliver a lot. 

W ITH some residents 

struggling to make ends 
meet, the council continues 
to offer specialist help and 
support to those struggling 
to pay their bills. 

Our work will be 
complemented and extended 
by Harlow Citizens Advice 
Bureau which has won a 
three-year contract from 
Harlow Council to provide a 
free welfare rights and 
advice service to residents. 

This is great news and I’m 
delighted that Harlow 
residents will have access to 
this brand new service from 
April 1.

Council’s £230k 
payout to teacher 
who slipped on a 
sachet of ketchup 

ESSEX County Council has paid out £230,000 
in compensation to a teacher who slipped on a 
sachet of ketchup. 

The payout went to the unnamed secondary 
school teacher who slipped in a hallway on 
what is thought to have been a discarded ketch¬ 
up sachet. 

It was the biggest part of £1.05m ECC spent 
settling 34 claims between 2011 and 2013, 
according to a Freedom of Information request. 

A member of staff who suffered a spine injury 
after slipping on a wet floor on two separate 
occasions on the same day received the second 
largest payout. 

And a payment of £29,000 was made last year 
to a worker who damaged their wrist taking 
plates to a cupboard. 

Meanwhile, further £57,000 went to an 
employee left with a head injury after a fridge 
door fell onto their head. 

Most of the claims revealed under the 
Freedom of Information Act settled involved 
slips and trips, although four were related to 
assaults by pupils and one was a payout for 
stress. 

A county council spokesman said: “We take 
our health, safety and wellbeing responsibili¬ 
ties seriously. 

“All compensation claims received by Essex 
County Council are investigated fully and 
damages paid if the Council is liable.” 

The total payout figures include claimant 
damages and other costs associated with the 
cases such as third party and medical fees. 

ferry Glazier, who represents Essex on the 
National Union of Teacher national executive, 
said he believed the figures were in keeping 
with other authorities. 

“As a union we will support members who 
pursue claims for personal injury and when we 
feel they have been poorly treated by manage¬ 
ment in schools,” he said. 

“Employers have a duty of care to both pupils 
and staff.”

A HUGE graveyard of whale fossils 
believed to be millions of years old has 
been unearthed in a desert by 
workmen building a road in the South 
American country of Chile. 

It is thought the remains of the giant 
sea creatures may have lain undetected 
for between six and nine million years. 
Scientists believe they probably died 
after eating poisonous algae. 

As well as four different groups of 
whales the bones of sharks, dolphins 
and seals were also discovered during 
construction work on the road. 

The find has been described as one of

GARDENING & PUZZLES 


Perking up 

your patio 


If the rain ever lets up long enough 
for us to venture out on to our patios, 
we'll need some quick fixes to brighten 
them up in time for the warmer, and 
hopefully drier, months of spring. 

But, aside from jetwashing them, 
what should the average gardener 
actually be doing to these patios? 

Garden designer Diarmuid Gavin, 
who last year added a wraparound 
balcony and cast iron columns 
decorated with swathes of wisteria to 
his own patio in Co Wicklow, Ireland, 
has some ideas. 

Bulbs planted in patio pots back in 
September may have rotted if they 
haven't been given good drainage and 
were standing on pot feet, he says, but 
even if there's no sign of them, all is 
not lost. 

"Even now, if you just lift the pot 
to allow them to drain, the bulbs and 
plantings may be all right." 

In addition to the practical, Gavin, 
has some easy patio design tips too. 

"You can brighten up the patio with 
instant colour, but be innovative about 
what you plant and how you do it." 

He suggests going to your local 
restaurant or take-away to see if they 
have any large metal containers which 
once held olives or other food. Drill a 
few holes in the bottom, put a layer of 
gravel at the bottom and fill the rest

with well-drained compost and either 
put in a selection of wonderful herbs 
like basil or marjoram or even some 
salads like Lollo Rosso or Swiss chard, 
or even nasturtiums and marigolds, 
and you will have results fast. 

"Another thing I love is to get big oil 
drums from reclamation yards 
for next to nothing, clean them 
up and paint them in Caribbean 
colours. If you have a collection 
of them you can cut some of 
them down to size and they make 
the most fantastic containers. 

"Large containers like these 
will take a good quantity of 
manure and topsoil. If they're big 
enough, you can plant birch trees 
or clumps of bamboos to create 
borders and long-term planting 
once you've top-dressed and had 
them irrigated. 

"Be innovative about your 
choice of container and then make 
sure you have a good solid medium for 
them to grow in." 

If you want to invest in new garden 
furniture there's a wealth of choice too, 
adds Gavin. 

"Fifteen years ago if you wanted

garden furniture you got a picnic 
bench or a plastic chair that cost 
£2.99. There's been a radical change in 
furniture, with durable woven plastics, 
colourful seating and the new thing 
we're going to see are cabanas." 

If you want to hide unsightly eyesores 
like water butts, you can just put a big 


pot in front of them, he says. 

"People often make the mistake of 
corralling eyesores behind bits of trellis 
or fencing. If you do that, you make 
the garden look smaller and draw more 
attention to what you're trying to hide. 

"If you're trying to hide something in 
the shade, go for a light framework of 
honeysuckle, which emits a fantastic 
scent, or some rambling roses. 
Simplicity is key in this to avert the eye 
away from the offensive article." 

Spring planting could incorporate 
double daisies (Beilis perennis), 

Bachelor buttons (cornflower) or 


cheiranthus (wallflower). 

"Use traditional bedding in a more 
radical way. And if you didn't plant 
bulbs, buy some which are about 
to come into flower, whether dwarf 
daffodils, hyacinths or tulips and 
surround them with bedding or with 
ivies in pots." 

"Don't try to be too tasteful. When 
I grew up in a very suburban street 
I grew up with blue and white and 
blue and white. Mass-plant different 
shades of blue together, while clashing 
colours of bedding can be incredibly 
exuberant."

WHEN director Wes Anderson is 
good, he's very good. And even 
when he's occasionally off-key, 
the Texan writer-director still puts 
other filmmakers in the shade. 

For The Grand Budapest Hotel 
he is in sparkling form. It's a 
tour-de-force of invention and 
creativity that leaves no narrative 
stone unturned in its quest for 
laughs and heartfelt emotion as 
it traces the history of the titular 
establishment from 1932 to the 
present day through the eyes of 
two lovers who become embroiled 
in a madcap crime caper involving 
a stolen painting.

T HE first Qashqai has been a 
success Nissan had barely 
dared to dream about, but now 
it’s time for the difficult second 
album. 

Such was the original Qashqai’s 
success, global sales have 
continued to increase every year 
it’s been on sale, defying the 
expectations and predictions of 
experts everywhere. 

The problem is, there isn’t much 
room for improvement - in sales 
terms, at least. 

There were a few gripes with 
the car affectionately known as 
the Cash Cow, most notably the 
gutless petrol engine and 
perceived quality. Both of these 
issues, and many more besides, 
have been tackled in the new car. 

First impressions: Nissan has 
taken a bit of a risk, because the 
2014 Qashqai looks nothing like 
the old one. 

Any first-generation model 
owners who appreciate 
familiarity when upgrading (like 
serial Audi A3 buyers) might 
have preferred a less drastic 
stroke of the designer’s pen. 


In the metal the longer, wider 
and lower new Qashqai has a 
well-balanced stance and a nice 
weightiness to its shape that 
hints at a more purposeful intent 
than before. 

Climbing into the driver’s seat 
you’re greeted by a much more 
upmarket interior than the old 
Qashqai’s was, and this top-spec 
Tekna model is packed with kit, 
too. 

Sat-nav, internet connectivity 
and heated, leather seats catch 
my eye as I buckle my seat belt. 
Advanced chassis dynamics 


control and active safety 
equipment are prepared, but out 
of sight. 

This cabin is a solid piece of 
design and layout, and the 
materials are right up there with 
the class best. 

The shiny black centre console 
fascia splits opinion, though, 
with some calling it a prestige 
feature, while others would 
rather see it at the bottom of a 
skip. 

Engine options: Three engines 
will be available at first, with two 
quiet diesels and a new, 


turbocharged 1.2-litre petrol 
engine in place of the decidedly 
feeble old 1.6. The diesels, at 1.5 
and 1.6 litres, are similar in 
character but here they use very 
different gearboxes. 

In a rather clever move, Nissan 
has engineered its continually- 
variable automatic transmission 
(CVT) to simulate the ‘stepped’, 
linear behaviour of traditional 
gears under hard acceleration. It 
feels instantly more natural as a 
result, but it does ultimately dent 
the 1.6 diesel’s performance. 

The engine itself, like its 


slightly smaller sibling, is 
amazingly quiet in normal use 
before high revs make it as rowdy 
as a bucket of piglets. The 1.5 
actually has a slight edge in 
refinement after significant 
development, and with new 
gearing for its six-speed manual 
shift, it sneaks down to a 
remarkable 99g/km of C02 
emissions. Performance is 
adequate rather than impressive. 

The petrol engine is still too 
weak for this car. Its battle 
against tall gearing and weight, 
which although reduced by 40kg 
is still fairly high, is best fought 
in town and suburbs where it 
copes well. Getting up to 
motorway speeds is a task it 
struggles with. 

Doing the daily grind: 
Practicality has taken a turn for 
the better, with more interior 
storage including a biblically 
large central bin between the 
front seats. The boot has a clever 
arrangement of panels that as 
standard flatten the load lip, but, 
with a quick switch, can stop 
your shopping sliding around or 
increase the overall boot 
capacity.

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Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

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‘Put Harlow back at 
heart of GB cycling’

FORMER Great Britain 
cyclist Vin Denson - the 
first Brit to be a Tour de 
France section winner 
back in the 1960s - is 
spearheading a cam¬ 
paign which he hopes will 
once again put Harlow at 
the heart of British 
cycling. 

Denson, who lives on the 
outskirts of Harlow at 
High Laver, watched with 
disappointment as the 
velodrome that he played 
a part in acquiring in 
Harlow in the 1970s, was 
laid to waste and sold off 
as the popularity of the 
sport diminished. 

But with the likes of 
Harlow-born Laura Trott, 
Sir Bradley Wiggins, Chris 
Froome and Chris 
Boardman leading a 
revival in the sport, he 
hopes the town could 
once again become home 
to a cycle club - and hopes 
members could use the 
state-of-the-art velo¬ 
drome at the Olympic site 
in Stratford to practice 
and compete. 

Denson was the first Brit 
to win a section of the 
world-famous Tour de 
France in 1962. 

One of the greatest 
British cyclists of all time, 
Chester-born Denson has 
lived in the Harlow area 
for more than five dec¬ 
ades. He previously won 
the Tour de Luxembourg 
and was the first 
Englishman to win a sec¬ 
tor in the Tour de Italia. 

Now rapidly approach¬ 
ing his 80th birthday, he is 
in love with the sport as 
much as when he first 
took it up in the 1950s. 

The sport in Harlow has 
remained popular despite 


the break up of the old 
Harlow Cycling Club, of 
which Denson was a vice- 
president, with cycle lanes 
built by Harlow Council 
throughout the town to 
encourage commuters to 
ditch their cars and cycle 
to work. 

Denson recalls fondly 
his part in erecting the 
original velodrome in 
First Avenue, as Harlow 
became the place to be for 
the best cyclists from the 
region. 

“From the end of 1969 
until the mid-1970s others 
and myself formed a com¬ 
mittee, raised funds and 
built a velodrome in First 
Avenue. Once the track 


was built I left to concen¬ 
trate on coaching a road 
team in the Redbridge 
Cycling Club. 

“However, with the 
Olympic Stratford velo¬ 
drome, being only 30 min¬ 
utes down the Mil motor¬ 
way, we have a great velo¬ 
drome just down the road, 
and do not need an expen¬ 
sive track in Harlow. 

“Harlow would once 
again have a strong team, 
this time at the velodrome 
at Stratford, and ensure 
Harlow is part of the 2012 
Olympic legacy. 

“Our Harlow youth need 
this, and I am confident 
we can at least reach the 
Harlow track teams we 


had in the seventies and 
eighties, with British 
National Champions and 
many more enjoying the 
track involvement, and 
the health and fitness to 
be gained,” Denson 
explained. 

“This would require a 
general organiser, a main 
sponsor or individual 
sponsors, remembering 
that with a year or so we 
could promote or have 
another Laura and Emma 
Trott, or quality of sprint¬ 
ers in the form of Dave Le 
Grys, Dave Marsh or Nicki 
Harris in Harlow - we 
could again be a strong 
force in Britain, or even 
the world. 


“I would imagine several 
clubs, Lea Valley CC and 
Redbridge CC, would have 
to plan sections of the 
back-up team, and it 
would be organised for 
riders to be out on the 
roads and cycle tracks of 
Harlow.” 

Denson has known 
Olympic double gold 
champion Laura Trott 
since she was a teenager. 

Denson added: “I was 
asked to present to Laura 
her very first British 
Cycling National 

Championship when she 
was 16 years old at the 
Mildenhall Rally 600m 
grass track, the same 
place I had presented 
Victoria Pendleton with 
her first GB title 11 years 
earlier.” 

He plans to approach 
Trott in the hope she can 
boost a project to reform 
Harlow CC. 

Denson still recalls with 
sadness the 1967 Tour de 
France, which claimed 
the life of his Great Britain 
team-mate Tommy 
Simpson. 

Professionally he never 
recovered from this heart¬ 
break - he still owns the 
yellow jersey won by 
Simpson as the first ever 
British winner of the race 
- and Denson turned his 
attention to building the 
Harlow velodrome in 
1969, after being 
approached. 

His final legacy is to 
once again make Harlow 
the centre of top British 
cycling.
